AN ORDINANCE OF THE LODI CITY COUNCIL ESTABLISHING 
A STORM DRAINAGE FEE FOR DEVELOPMENTS WITHIN THE CITY OF LODI 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE LODI CITY COUNCIL AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. PURPOSE. 

In order t o  implement the goals and objectives of the C i t y  of Lodi's 

General Plan, and t o  mitigate the impacts upon the drainage system of the 

City caused by future develzpment, certain public drainage improvements o r  

f a c i l i t i e s  must be or have been required t o  be constructed. The i o d i  City 

Council has determined t h a t  a development impact fee is necessary and 

appropriate i n  order t o  finance these public drainage improvements and t o  

pay fo r  each development's f a i r  share o f  the construction costs of such 

improvements. In establishing the fee described i n  the following sections, 

the City Council has found the fee t o  be consistent w i t h  i ts  General P l a n ,  

and pursuant t o  Government Code 465913.2, ha s  considered the effects  of the 

fee w i t h  respect t o  the City's housing needs as established i n  the Housing 

Element o f  the General Plan. 

The City Council a lso  finds t h a t  the City 's  storm drain system, which 

consists of an interconnected network o f  pumping s ta t ions ,  retention bas ins  

and t r t l n k  l ines has been planned as a unified system and constructed i n  

stages since 1963 using a combination o f  f u n d i n g  sources including a Master 

Storm Drain Fee.

T h i s  ordinance was adopted a t  a no t i ced  pub l i c  hear ing,  a t  which time 

t h e  C i t y  Council a l s o  considered t h e  i n i t i a l  development impact fee 

r e s o l u t i o n .  This f e e  s h a l l  apply t o  the issuance o f  a;ly bui ld ing,  use o r  

occupancy permit, or f o r  any develcpment approval i s sued  a f te r  t h i  

fo l lowing t h i s  ordinance 's  passage.

WHEREAS, the Lodi City Council has adopted Ordinance No. 1440, 
creating and establishing the authority for  imposing and charging a 
Storm Drainage Fee i n  the City of Lodi; and

3 .  After considering available information and d a t a ,  and the 
testimony received a t  the public hearing, the Council approves 
s a i d  study and incorporates such study herein, and further f i n d s  
t h a t  new development within the City of Lodi  will generate 
additional drainage impacts w i t h i n  the impacted area described i n  
the map attached hereto as Exhibit 2 and  will contribute t o  the 
degradation cf the existing drainage f a c i l i t i e s  and the overall 
q u a l i t y  of l i f e  i n  t h a t  area; 

4 .  There i s  a need ir: this  described jrrtpact area f o r  such drainage 
f ac i l i t i e s  which have n o t  been constructed or have been

For each conversion of residential development t o  commercial or  
i n d u s t r i a l  development, where a Storm Drainage Fee was previously 
paid, the Storm Drainage Fee shall be $1210.00 per gross acre.
